Court Asked 
Limit Powers

John T. Watkins

contempt of Congress, contended in 
a brief that a committee “ has no 
separate and distinct power of ex­ 
posure unrelated to a legislative 
purpose,” and added: 
“ When the sole or primary’ pur­ 
pose of a congressional committee 
is the exposure of individuals to 
public scorn and retribution, the 
committee is engaging in a legis­ 
lative trial in violation of the doc­ 
trine of separation of powers.” 
Watkins, an organizer 
for 
the 
United Automobile Workers Union, 
challenged the action of the Hotue 
Committee on I nAmerican Activ­ 
ities rn citing him for contempt. 
Appearing before that committee 
in March 1954, Watkins 
said 
he 
would tell it ail about himself but 
would not inform on past associ­ 
ates who he said were no longer 
connected with Communists. 
He testified he had never been 
a Communist, but said he had co­ 
operated with Communists in the

Heart Patient Can 
Safely Have Baby

“DOCTOR is It til right for me 
to have a baby?” 
T h is q u e s tio n is r e p e a t e d 
cou ntess times each year In doc­ 
tors' offices across the country 
by women suffering from heart 
disease. And, in each case, the 
doctor must make an Individual 
decision based upon hia knowl­ 
edge of the illness. 
Normal Pregnancy 
Generally, though, the answer 
will be readily welcome to the 
patient longing to have children 
For lf the heart disease can be 
successfully controlled by tre a t­ 
ment, the patient has a very good 
chance of a normal pregnancy. 
Doctors Mary M. Miller and 
Jam es Metcalfe, of the Harvard 
Medical School, say th at a heart 
p atien t has a 97 per cent chance 
of surviving pregnancy. 
Future Hie 
Moreover, the heart patient Is 
not likely to endanger her future 
life by having a baby In itself. 
the doctors found, child-bearing 
does not worsen heart disease. 
Studies by these H arvard doc­ 
tors indicate th at functional ca­ 
pacity of the heart patient may 
be tem porarily decreased by the 
altered circulatory dynam ics of 
pregnancy.

s h o w e d t h a t no p e rm a n e n t 
change in the degree of heart 
disease could be attributed d i­ 
rectly to pregnancy.

Children who are convalescing from one of the upsets that come 
during childhood often show a definite disinterest in food. In order 
to gain strength and energy lost during a period of being under the 
weather, the child mu.-t take some nourishment, The inactivity of 
b« fl ro t also has a tendency to cut down the appetite. 
Mothers may find that a way to tempt the jaded appetite is to use 
colorful trays on which to serve food. These trays can he made up 
easily by making use of pictures from magazines, comic books or 
other illustrations from children's books. Take a plain tray which is 
not too big, place cut-outs on the tray and cover the whole tray 
With saran. Tile transparent household film will hold the pictures in 
place and makes possible a change for tach meal. 
It is even possible to have a continued picture story on the tray 
by placing pictures according to a story sequence. Interest will be 
created in the pictures and eating does not become so much of a 
chore to mother or child. Young children are easily distracted and 
colorful pictures will help do the job. Mothers have an advantage, 
too, for they know subjects that their own children favor and this 
helps in the selection. 
For th os# mothers with young children who are just not good 
eaters, the same technique can be used. It will make mealtime an 
exciting time, and with transparent plastic film covering the tray, 
pictures can be used over and over as favorites ar# established.
